Addition of all of the Twenty- 
fifth ward to the Third district 
and removal of the Eighteenth 
ward from that district may 
present Senator William E. Hils- 
man (Dem.) with some diliffi- 
culty in being re-elected this 
year, some observers said. 

Two Normally Republican. 

The Twenty-fifth and Twenty- 
eighth wards are normally Re- 
publican and the Twenty-sixth 
is not too strongly Democratic, 
they pointed out. The Twenty- 
fourth ward, which makes up 
the rest of the district, is con- 
sidered normally Democratic. 

Election Board Chairman 
Michael J. Doherty said the 
map followed requirements of 
state law which say dsitricts 
within counties or cities having 
more than oned istrict shall be 
“as compact and nearly equal in 
population as possible.”

The deaths of Wallace Mar- 
tin, 4 years old, and Recco Mar- 
tin, 2, sons of Mr. and Mrs. 
Wallace Martin, were acciden- 
tal, a coroner's jury found yes- 


terday. Fire Marshal Walter 
Bergman said the flat was a 
“fire trap.”

Dollar volume of sales de- 
clined 8 per cent in the Eighth 
Federal Reserve District as a 
whole last week over the simi- 
lar period a year ago but were 
up 13 per cent in the four 
weeks ending Saturday over a 
year ago. 

Department store sales in the 
St. Louis area increased 9 per 
cent in 1955 compared with the 
previous year, the bank re- 
ported. Sales in December in 
the area were 11 per cent high- 
er than in the same month in 
1954. In the Eighth Federal Re- 
serve District as a whole, sales 
were 7 per cent higher in 1955 
than in the previous year.

Pursuers Unaware of 
Holdup — Used Car 
Man, Attorney Loses 
$1050 Cash.

Arthur Dill, an attorney and 
used car dealer, was robbed of 
$1050 and checks in the 600 
block of Rutger street today by 
two men who escaped after a 
pursuing police car collided 
with a delivery truck. 

Dill, who lives at 4042 Quincy 
street, told police the robbers, 
one carrying a pistol, accosted 
him as he walked from his 
parked autom pbile toward Sixth 
They ordered him into 
an alley, he said, and one of the 
men went through his pockets. 
They took his billfold, the $1050 
in bills and checks with a face 
value of $25,000. The men wore 
stockingcap masks. 

While the robbery was in 
progress, a police scout car and 
cruising patrol car responded 
to a report of an accidental in- 
jury at Seventh and Rutger 
streets. The cruising patrol 
drove past the holdup scene 
just as the robbers got into an 
automobile and drove away at 
high speed. 

The occupants of the cruising 
patrol, Patrolman Adolph Wall- 
man and Robert Busch, were 
unaware of the robbery. But 
they began chasing the speed- 
ing automobile with the police 
scout car following behind 
them. 

The chase went west in Rut- 
ger to Ninth and north to Mor- 
rison. In the 900 block of Mor- 
rison the patrol collided with 
a delivery truck pulling out 
from the curb. The fenders of

Judges Walter C. Lind- 
ley and H. Nathan Swaim con- 
curred in the opinion Judge 
Duffy said the right of freedom 
of speech was “not an unlimited 
unqualified right.” He said 
there was “no doubt” that an 
individual or a group of indi- 
viduals “may advocate and teach 
desirability or change in our 
form of overnment, no matter 
how unpopular, radical or revo- 
lutionary the proposals may be, 
provided the changes are to be 
accomplished by constitutional 
processes te 

The court said the Communist 
party, however, teaches and 
advocates overthrow of the Gov- 
ernment “by force and _ vio- 
lence.” 

Lightfoot had argued that 
there was no proof of his advo- 
cacy or his belief in the Gov- 
ernment’s overthrow 

The court ruled that the Gov- 
ernment’s overthrow was a hasic

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The Dulles Self-Appraisal 


Through the medium of an article in Life 
magazine, Secretary Dulles has published a fas- 
cinating encomium on the record of his three 
years in charge of the State Department. The 
issues he raises could be left for history to eval- 
uate were it not that they have an important 
bearing upon the present conduct of foreign 
policy. For Mr. Dules’s praise of himself gives 
us a disturbing index of his attitude toward the 
problems American diplomacy faces today. 

The Secretary does not quite claim to be Su- 
perman, but he does modestiv take credit for 
preserving the peace of the world on three occa- 
sions. It was his recommendations to President 
Fisenhower, he suggests, that averted world war 
over Korea in 1953, over Indochina in 1954, and 
over Formosa in 1955. On each occasion, Mr. 
Dulles says, the country “was brought to the 
verge of war We walked to the brink and 
looked it in the face. We took strong action.” 
And this strong action he credits with compel- 
ling Communist retreats and saving the peace 

As to Korea, it is Mr. Dulles's contention that 
the Communists did not start to negotiate a 
truce until: he and President Eisen- 
hower decided, while returning from their post- 
election trip to the Far East, that if the war 
continued in stalemate we would attack Man- 
churia with atomic weapons. This stand, Mr. 
Dulles argues. frightened the Communists so 
badly that they -did not dare break off 
truce talks when Rhee freed the war prisoners. 
nobody can know how scared the 
Communists really were in the absence of testi- 
mony from their side. Mr. Dulles’s claim as to 
the motivations of the truce cannot, then, be 
finally evaluated. But this can be said: If he did 
counsel an atomic attack on Manchuria, at the 
risk of world war. he was guilty of an inexcus- 
able gamble with the destiny of the human race. 

In early 1953 the fighting had all but ended 
in Korea. with a de facto though not vet formal- 
ived cease-fire along the thirty-eighth parallel. 
To advise an expansion of the war in these cir- 
cumstances—to invite Russian intervention un- 
der its China defense treaty and an atomic holo- 
caust on a world scale—was unforgivable. 

Mr. Dulles’s claim that his “strong action” 
saved the peace in Indochina in 1954 conflicts 
direct!y with the facts as they have been brought 
out to date. These facts are that he failed in his 
attempt to organize collective intervention with 
British participation His story now is that, 
nevertheless, Eden and Mendes-France were able 
at Geneva to negotiate from his “strength;” and 
that it was the possibility of combined interven 
tion that frightened the Chinese Communists 
out of intervention of their own, 

This is too tenuous a theory to be taken seri- 
ously without further evidence beyond Mr. Dul- 
les's naturally biased interpretation. But again 
it can be said that if he did actually advise al- 
lied intervention in a colonial war, and did ad- 
vise “massive retaliation” with atomic weapons 
in case China came in on the side of Ho Chi- 
minh, then he was guilty of a scandalous act of 
irresponsibility

As the facts now appear, peace came to Indo- 
china not by Mr. Dulles’s show of “strength,” but 
by the patient perseverance in diplomatic negoti- 
tion of Eden and Mendes-France, against Mr. 
Dulles’s will and at times his active opposition. 

As to Formosa, Mr. Dulles argues that the Chi- 
nese Communists were deterred from attacking 
that island by the congressional resolution which 
he sponsored to authorize the President to use 
force in its defense. This resolution, he said, 
made American intentions clear and eliminated 
the possibility of a Peiping miscalculation 

But the conspicuous fact about the resolution 
at the time was that it did not make our inten- 
tions clear. On the vital question as to whether 
we would fight for the coastal islands as well as 
Formosa, the Chinese and everybody else were 
left in a fog of doubt: and Mr. Dulles at the 
time, instead of making a Virtue of clarity, ar- 
gued that to “keep the enemy guessing” was the 
height of clever strategy. 

So it is most difficult to agree with the Secre- 
tary's self-appraisal as an architect of peace. It 
seems to us that peace resulted not so much from 
his reckless brandishing of atomic weapons as 
from the restraint and caution of the British, 
the French, the American people and even the 
Communists. 

Let history settle that controversy. The alarm- 
ing fact remains that we now have as Secretary 
of State a man who still thinks that bluff and 
bluster and threat of force are the appropriate 
methods of diplomacy in this perilous age. 

“The ability to get to the verge (of war) with- 
out getting into war is the necessary art,” says 
Mr. Dulles. Does President Eisenhower fully un- 
derstand that his Secretary of State has this 
concept of the aims of foreign policy? 
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Short Memories 

Slatemakers In Madison county 
either think the voters have very short memories 
or they have mighty short memories themselves. 
In picking Austin Lewis as their choice for the 
partys nomination for State's Attorney they 
have slated a man who did not run for election 
in 1952 because he was regarded as unfit for 
the job by someone in a position to know. 

That someone in a position to know was 
Adlai E. Stevenson, then Governor of Illinois. 
Mr. Stevenson had found it necessary to send 
the State Police into Madison county to raid 
commercialized gambling dens that were flour- 
ishing within a few miles of Edwardsville where 
Austin Lewis maintained headquarters as State's 
Attorney. And so the Governor sent word to 
Madison county what he thought of Mr. Lewis 
and Mr. Lewis bowed out of the picture. Four 
years have passed and now he is back in tem- 
porarily at least. 

It just goes to show that some politicians 
never learn a thing from experience.

Patent No. 2,729,124 

The corkscrew is but an imperfect instrument 
to anyone, yet it is still more so to Denis Faran- 
datos, president of the Greek Orthodox Commu- 
nity of St. Garasimos. Mr. Farandatos, who is 
also a New York City restaurateur, has invented 
a corkscrew that expels the cork with gas. After 
his corkscrew has been screwed through the 
cork, a carbon dioxide cartridge in the hollow 
handle is exploded by a trigger to release the 
gas through the hollow screw. 

The inventor was driven to the invention of 
his gas corkscrew by the painful sight of people 
struggling with corks in bottles. He watched 
them rip the corkscrew out through the cork 
and then try to pry out the rest in bits with a 
knife, finally having to push what was left of the 
cork down into the bottle. He watched them 
splash themselves with the contents of the bot- 
tle. He also watched them bang the bottle 
against the wall to help dislodge the cork. (Some 
people can pop out a cork by hitting the bottom 
of the bottle with a Manhattan telephone direc- 
tory.) It was the bottle-banging that gave Mr. 
Farandatos his idea of the gas corkscrew. 

He is now working te perfect a safety valve

Timing of the Charter Opinion 

There can be no question about the righf, 
indeed, the duty of the Attorney General of 
Missouri to issue an advisor§ opinion on an im- 
portant point of Missouri law when asked to do 
so by some individual or group which seeks the 
information. 

The question raised by Attorney General Dal- 
tons opinion on changes in the St. Louis city 
Government concerns its timing. 

This opinion came from Attorney General 
Dalton’s office the day before the Board of Al- 
dermen was scheduled to decide whether or not 
to call for the election of freeholders to propose 
revision of the 1914 St. Louis charter. 

Was the advice intended to raise a final ob- 
staclie to a vote for revision—especially since it 
asserted that any change in the so-called ‘“coun- 
ty’ offices in the city government can be accom- 
plished only by the Legislature and not by new 
charter provisions? 

Or was it calculated to provide the means for 
allowing members of the Board of Aldermen to 
vote for the freeholders ordinance with the 
knowledge that the “county” offices such as 
Sheriff could not be abolished short of legisla- 
tive action anyway? 

Which it was is not clear. There is no evi- 
dence that Attorney General Dalton was party 
to a plan either way. He issued an opinion on 
a subject concerning which his advice was asked. 

Whatever the motive, Mayor Tucker has ex- 
plained that the vote on a Board of Freeholders 
is not concerned with specific charter changes, 
but only with sanctioning a Board of Freeholders 
to recommend’ needed changes. As the Mayor 
said, the people have the right to make or re- 
ject such basic changes, and it is inconceivable 
that any elected official should attempt to pre- 
vent the exercise of this right. 

To issue its opinion, the Attorney General's 
office—at Senator Hilsman’s request—had to as 
sume the nature of at least some of the changes 
which would be recommended by a board not yet 
brought into being. 

The substance of the opinion from the Attor- 
ney General's office was that St. Louis has no 
right to charige certain offices which exist under 
state law. But there are equally good legal opin- 
ions to the contrary. The question was consid- 
ered by the freeholders who submitted the pro- 
posed 1950 charter. Should it arise for a new 
board of freeholders, these citizens undoubtedly 
also will seek legal guidance. 

Here then is just one more reason why St. 
Louis should have home rule. If the city must 
go eventually to the Legislature to get rid of 
the “county” well, then the city will 
have no choice but to go there and fight that 
battle on that battleground 

Meantime the people must do as much as they 
can here at home through their elected instru- 
ments at the City Hall—the Mayor and Alder- 
men. 
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Law of Physics---and Politics? 

The Republican Governors of Illinois and 
New Hampshire have collected some substantial 
notice for themselves by announcing that they 
will see personally that President Eisenhower is 
filed as a candidate in their preferential primar- 
jes. Since the New Hampshire primary is in 
March and that in Illinois is in April these fil- 
ings will be taking place soon. 

From the White House comes word that Mr. 
Fisenhower has taken no stand on either of 
these efforts in his behalf. With respect to Gov. 
Stratton’s announcement the word is that the 
President has refused to “assent or dissent’ to 
the entry of his name. A further White House 
statement explained that this was not to be in- 
terpreted as meaning that the President had 
made a final decision on running again 

What this means can be only speculation at 
this stage. One guess is as good as another. A 
reasonable one is that the President's Key West 
remarks about the responsibilities of his burden- 
some office created a bearish market in second 
term securities and that his advisers and other 
members of the staff set out to redress the bal- 
ance. At any rate there came quickly the unher- 
alded report of three physicians that the presi- 
dential health was “excellent.”’ Then followed by 
only a matter of hours Gov. Stratton’s move in 
Springfield. And if Gov. Stratton did not first 
get in touch with G.O.P. Chairman Len Hall, he 
is less of a politician than we think he is. 

To every action there is an equal reaction. 
Perhaps the old law of physics is also a law of 
politics in Washington these davs. Whether it is 
or not, each citizen can run his own check by 
following the political news in the weeks imme- 
diately ahead 
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They Had the Same Idea, Did They? 


It is most interesting that Charles J. Lowen, 
the new Civil Aeronautics Administrator, should 
emphasize in his first official speech that ‘“break- 
ing air traffic bottlenecks is the biggest job fac- 
ing the CAA.” Not only has this same opinion 
been emphasized in civilian and military aviation 
circles, but Frederick B. Lee, who was fired last 
month as Civil Aeronautics Administrator, lays 
the ouster to his repeated attempts to develop a 
nation-wide program for eliminating the air 
traffic bottlenecks, 

Mr. Lee has the support of Senator Monroney 
of Oklahoma who is leading a Senate Aviation 
subcommittee investigation into the ouster. Mr. 
Monroney has gone so far as to charge that Sec- 
retary of Commerce Weeks, whose office has 
supervision of the CAA, was railroad-minded, 
that he disliked Mr. Lee's progressive policies, 
and that he helped handpick Mr. Lowen last 
May to be groomed as a successor to Mr. Lee. 
Secretary Weeks and his Under Secretary, Louis 
S. Rothschild, contend Mr. Lee was ousted just 
because he was not “suited in leadership.” 

Yet Mr. Lee testified before the subcommittee 
that his $250,000,000 five-year plan for expand- 
ing air traffic control facilities was stifled by his 
superiors. If, as Mr. Lee also testified, his plan 
had the support of the Air Co-ordination Com- 
mittee technical staff, it appears he had ap 
proval from almost everyone but his superiors. 

Secretary Weeks has, indicated that he is not 
going to appear before the subcommittee and 
Mr. Rothschild has given no sign that he will 
appear. The case for greatly improved air traffic 
eontro! facilities can scarcely be overemphasized. 
If Mr. Weeks or Mr. Rothschild would appear 
they undoubtediy could help clear up the situa- 
tion. Mr. Lee has the right to an explanation 
and so does the public for, with the jet transpor- 

era close at hand, it is of utmost impor- 
ce that the congestion in the air around the 
major airports be relieved.

Against a Mask for Stevenson

Some commentators and politicians fear for Adlai Stevenson 
unless he talks like Truman or somebody else; but editor protests 
that Democratic presidential candidate is far better when he 
is himself; does not want old tags on new man in new day.

Adlai Stevenson is doomed to defeat, 
thinks columnist Stewart Alsop, unless 
he changes fast. One thing that bothers 
Mr. Alsop is Mr. Stevenson's inability 
to deliver himself of political cliches 
with all the gusto of a man who has 
just coined a new and valuable phrase. 

Perhaps, thinks Mr. Alsop, there is 
a solution: candidate Stevenson should 
practice saying meaningless sentences 
like “Most oranges are round” with 
great sincerity and feeling until he has 
the hang of it. 

That out of the way, there is just one 
more thing Mr. Alsop sees as a handi- 
cap—Adlai Steven- 
son, he thinks, sim- 
ply lacks the in- 
stinct for giving an 
audience what it 
wants to hear; he 
persists in saying 
what he thinks, and 
something will have 
to be done about 
this failing, too 

Along somewhat 
the same lines, for- 
mer President Har- 
ry Truman has his 
complaints about 
Mr. Stevenson. Mr. 
Truman's contribu- 
tion to history is undeniable, but there 
is no doubt that politically his style con- 
sists in sharpening differences, not in 
lessening them, in emphasizing griev- 
ances, not in conciliating. 

On the basis of his own remarkable 
upset victory over Thomas Dewey in 
1948, Mr. Truman is now dead-set 
against having as a Democratic candi- 
date any man who talks about “meder- 
ation” or in any way sounds less “)ib- 
eral” than Mr. Truman himself. In re- 
cent weeks the former President has 
displayed an obvious coolness toward 
Mr. Stevenson on this score, and it now 
seems plain that a concerted effort is 
under way to turn Adlai Stevenson Into 
Mr. Truman's image of a down-the-line 
New Deal-Fair Deal condidate. 


What is happening, it seems to us, is 
that the professional party-men have 
finally begun to listen seriously to what 
Adlai Stevenson actually says. He has 
not changed since 1952; if any change 
has taken place, it is they who have 
changed. 

Mr. Stevenson dislikes easy political 
labels: as he said recently, it is impos- 
sible to do justice to a man’s whole po- 
litical philosophy with essentially mean- 
ingless tags like “dynamic moderation” 
or “moderate dynamism.” And since 
he himself is one of the most complex 
men on the American political scene, 
he is doubly hard to label. 

Yet if the attempt has to be made. it 
seems to us that it has never been pos- 
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Stevenson 


sible to classify Mr. Stevenson as a 
“liberal” in quite the way Harry Tru- 
man uses the word. Essentially, he has 
always struck us as a man of modera- 
tion and, if it were not for the charac- 
ter of many who have claimed the title 
of “conservative” these days, a better 
case could be made for so labeling him 
than for considering him as a liberal 
in any doctrinaire sense of the word. 

In the 50s, a man can still be called a 
liberal, simply by using the Cliches of 
the 30s: for Adlai Stevenson such a 
course is temperamentally impossible. 
In the context of the political present, 
he must be called a liberal, for lack of 
a better term, but only in the sense 
that he applies his creative imagination 
to the problems of the present, rather 
than merely repeating the liberal dog- 
mas of yesterday 

In the end, perhaps as close as one 
can get to labeling Mr. Stevenson is to 
call.him a “moderate liberal,” and this 
is satisfactory only to the extent that 
it describes his spirit of conciliation 
and lack of sharp partisanship, as well 
as his rejection of a conservatism that 
defines the best course as standing still. 
Thus at the recent Democratic rally in 
Chicago he said: 

“I agree that this fs an age of abund- 
ance, as well as an age of anxiety. I 
agree that it is a time for catching our 
breath: I agree that moderation is the 
spirit of the times. But we must take 
care lest we confuse moderation with 
mediocrity, or settle for half answers 
to hard problems. A democratic society 
can't stand still, and the world won't 
stand still. . . . Moderation, Yes. Stag- 
nation, No!” 

In recent weeks, Republican Chair- 
man Hall has been referring to Mr. 
Stevenson as a “repudiated” candidate 
who will be repudiated again. Party 
chairmen are expected to be partisan, 
and Mr. Hall is only acting in character. 

But Mr. Truman and all the other 
Democrats who want to re-make Adlai 
Stevenson should remember that he 
polled 27,000,000 votes in 1952, despite 
the widespread feeling that it was ‘time 
for a change” and the presence on the 
G.O.P. ticket of the popular Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. This is hardly repudiation, 
nor does it indicate any inability to 
wage an effective campaign. 

We like Mr. Stevenson as he is, be- 
ing himself, and we dislike efforts to 
turn him into a Midwestern version 
of Harry Truman or into a cliche 
mouthing time-server. Win, lose, or 
draw, the real Stevenson can make a 
genuine contribution to the nation’s 
political life and understanding. And, 
no matter what the other Democrats 
think, Adlai Stevenson's spirit of mod- 
eration and lack of narrow partisan- 

ip may very well win him the presi- 
dency of the United States.

‘Loveliest Fleet of Islands’ 


HAWAII! AND ITS PEOPLE. by A. Grove Day 
(Ovell, Sloan, Pearce-Little, Brown, 338 pos, $5.) 
For the historian, the anthropologist, 

and the political economist, Hawaii is a 
microcosm that lends itself to endless 
examination, for it has changed from a 
Stone Age culture to a modern cosmo- 
politan society in the brief span of two 
hundred years. In these pages Mr. Day 
offers the findings of all three in a 
form palatable to the general reader, 
while at the same time writing appreci- 
atively of what Mark Twain called “the 
loyeliest fleet of islands that lies anch- 
ored in any ocean.” 


Otto Jesperson, in his “Growth and 
Structure of the English Language,” has 
this to say about the Hawaiian language: 
“You do not expect much vigor or en- 
ergy in a people speaking such a lan- 
guage; it seems adapted only to inhabi- 
tants of sunny regions where the soil 
requires scarcely any labour on the 
part of man to yield him everything he 
wants, and where life therefore does 
not bear the stamp of a hard struggle 
against nature and against fellow crea- 
tures.” 


Professor Jesperson had hindsight to 
aid him in this observation, for the 
pure-blooded Hawaiian no longer exists, 
having long since diluted his strain 
with those of the many more hardy 
breeds of men who invaded the beauti- 
ful islands by guile or by force. 

In these pages the reader will learn 
how the friendly and pleasure-loving 
inhabitants learned the ways of their 
conquerors so well that soon they were 
ruled by an absolute monarch. This king 
wanted a diamond as large as a coco- 
nut because he had heard of the crown 
jewels of his brother kings instead of 
the benevolent local chieftains whose 
badge of office was a yellow-feathered 
cloak. 

He will also learn of the dynasty of 
the Kanehamas, whose intrigues would 
have interested Machiavelli. Finally he 
will learn of the political maneuvers 
which made Hawaii a Territory of the 
United States and which continue as 
the Hawaiians and their friends in this 
country strive for statehood.

The woman, Andra, is something of an 
angel in that she has mystic faith-heal- 
ing powers which she demonstrates on 
infrequent occasions, and by coinci- 
dence her address is “Angel, Islington.” 

Because of her elegant beauty, Andra 
had a youthful career as an artist's 
model, but in her middle-thirties she 
cheerfully prefers to live in anonymity 
as a London charwoman. Between Fri- 
day afternoon and Monday evening the 
diligent Riberac finds the missing piece 
to “The Vaucluse Angel” and regains 
the unusual Andra, while the events of 
their concurrent lives are told in twist- 
ing flashbacks which fill in the early 
years.

Import of Presidency. 


The real contest and conflict 
in our modern politics is not 
about legislative measures. It ‘s 
about the administration of the 
Government. It is about the way 
farm policy, the military estab- 
lishment, fiscal affairs, the wel- 
fare and protective measures 
are in fact conducted and op- 
erated. 

That is why the presidency 
has become so paramount in 
our system. For the presidential 
office is the fountainhead of ad- 
ministration. 

This may also be the explana- 
tion of why the investigative 
power of Congress, which has 
to do with administration, has 
tended to become so much more 
controversial and important 
than the legislative powers of 
Congress. 

It is also the reason why it is 
virtually impossible these days 
to think about any national 
question without coming back 
very quickly to President Eisen- 
hower’s unresolved problem. 
Until his decision has been 
made, the whole political sys- 
tem is held in-suspense. 


A Constitutional Gap. 


Since the President was 
stricken in September, we have 
been made to realize as perhaps 
never before how extraordinary 
is the role of the President in 
our affairs. We have been 
forced to think not only of 
what happens if a President 
dies in office but more particu- 
larly about what happens if he 
is not well enough to perform 
the duties of his office. 

It was an accident that the 
President became ill at a time 
when Congress was not in ses- 
and it was, therefore, 
feasible to postpone big de- 
cisions and to let the govern- 
ment machine run on its own 
inertia. 

It would have been a very 
serious business indeed if the 
President had not made so good 
a recovery before the political 
season opened, if at this time 
of year he were incapacitated 
for three months 

There is a gaping hole in the 
usages of our constitutional sys- 
tem in respect not so much to 
the death as to the disability of 
the President. This, as _ the 
Presidem indicated at Key West 
on Sunday, is a prime consider- 
ation in the decision he must 
make.

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UNDERSTAND THE FEDERAL BUDGET! 


By Sam Dawson 


NEW YORK, Jan. 13 (AP). 


HE Federal budget is such a complicated affair by now that 
perhaps President Eisenhower should have chosen Friday 
the thirteenth to unveil it instead of waiting till Monday. 


Carefully and conscientiously as it may have been drawn up, 
the budget has become so unwieldy over the 


ee years that it can fool all but the most expert. 
The most honest of budgets is so tricky by now 
that it’s possible to say: 

After 20 years of social security and similar 
programs, the Treasury shows a cash balance 
now only when the regular budget calls for 
a deficit of two or three billion dollars—no 
deficit in the regular budget and the Treasury 
will have a cash surplus. 

The actual sums the Treasury will spend in 


the next fiscal year could be considerably more

than what congress is being asked by the Presi- 
dent to authorize at this session—and the sums could be less, 
and all legal. 

THE SUMS THE CONGRESS FINALLY will appropriate 
also may be more or may be less than the Treasury will actually 
spend in the next fiscal year. Authorization isn’t the same as 
appropriation, and appropriation isn’t the same as spending— 
although sooner or later the Government always gets around to 
spending plenty. The reasons for these seeming contradictions 
are these: The cash budget covers all the income the Treasury 
collects from the public and all the payments it actually makes 
to the public. This income includes money Which isn't counted 
in the regular budget the President has prepared for the Con- 
gress. This money chiefly consists of receipts the Treasury col- 
lects for social security and other trust funds. It isn’t counted 
as Government income, but the Treasury can and does use it fh 
its daily dealings just like any other cash receipt.

Death of Sam Langford Recalls

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 13 
(AP)—The boxing world today 
recalled the ring feats of Sam 
Langford as it mourned his 
passing. The fearless ‘Tar 
Baby” died yesterday just three 
months after he gained the

which almost eluded him in his 
sightless old age. 

Langford died In comparative 
obscurity after.a long illness in 
a nursing home at the age of 72 

Born in Weymouth, Nova 
Scotia, Langford ran away from 
home as a youth to embark on 
a career encompassing some 
642 bouts from 1902 through 
1923.

Regulating Heat 


N many a home you'll find 
: room that is always a little 


too warm in winter To 
make this particular room 
more comfortable, the usual 


procedure is to open the win- 
dow which does cool the room 
off okay but also wastes a good 
deal of heat during the course 
of a winter, The best way to 
deal with a room that becomes 
overheated is just to cut down 
on the amount of heat reaching

If vou have a forced warm 
air heating system, the register 
in the room can be closed and 


if this fails to produce the de- 
sired drop in_ temperature, 
close off the damper in the 
duct that runs from the furnace 
to this register, You'll find 
this damper near the furnace. 

Radiators are a little more 
difficult to handle. The aver- 


ace steam radiator, for exam- 


ple, can’t be very easily ad- 
justed. It is either on or off 
and no two ways about it, 
Building a cover for the radia- 
tor out of insulating board will 
cut down on the amount of 
heat given off by the radiator 
without wasting any of it. A 
multi-vent air valve can also be 
used in place of the regulation 
air valve so that the radiator 
heats up slowly. 


Covers of insulating board 
can also be used on hot water 
radiators or a special fitting 
can be installed in the line to 
the radiator to reduce the flow 
of "hel water into the radiator.

Powerful Suspense 


HE brutal anguish caused the parents of a kidnaped

at LOEW’S STATE THEATER. But there wouldn’t be much 
/ ly, dramatic point in merely belaboring it, 

Z once shown. The film adapted from the 
' = TV drama, “Fearful Decision,” by the 
authors, Cyril Hume and Richard Mai- 
baum, gains stature, power and suspense 
by posing a morcl dilemma—has the fa- 
ther the right to take the desperate gam- 
ble of not paying ransom, both in an effort 
to save his kidnaped son's life and because the payment 
of such ransom encourages future kidnapings? It was this 
aspect that caused the governors of Hollywood's production 
code to lift their taboo on the subject for this particular 
film. 

In spite of defects in the script’s drawing of marginal 
effects of the case, it is a strong and arresting film. Fol- 
lowing the notable “Marty” as the second hit TV drama to 
reach the theater screen, it confirms a rich new source of 
story material. 

The boy, 8-year-old son of a millionaire vacuum-cleaner 
manufacturer (Glenn Ford) and his wife (Donna Reed) is 
kidnaped by a ruse similar to that used in the tragic case 
of Bobby Greenlease in Kansas City. The torturous silence 
is broken with a voice on the telephone demanding $500,000 
ransom. The father decides that the chances hfs son will 
be murdered will be as great if the ransom is paid, so It is 
better not to pay it, as its very payment might trigger the 
killing of the victim. He also sees ‘t a moral problem for 
the community; his refusal to pay, if it set an example, 
might remove the profit from kidnaping and save potential 
future victims. In an immensely powerful scene, the hollow- 
eyed father appears on television with the half million in 
cash in front of him, and tells the kidnapers who are some- 
where among the millions watching that not only will they 
not get one cent of the money, but that he will use it as 
a reward on their heads if they so mucl. as injure the little 
fellow—a huge reward that would mark them for almost 
certain capture. 

The decision outrages the manufacturer’s brother and 
associates, and the public, too; it sends his wife, suffering 
sadly from shock, to the point of mania. When the boy's 
blood-stained shirt is found, the criticism becomes angry. 
But .the father sticks grimly to his decision, and the sus- 
pcnse as to whether his judgment is justified provides the 
final telling impact to the film. 

Mr. Ford and Miss Reed provide shattering force and 
fearful poignancy to the torment of the parents, and Juano 
Hernandez gives a fine muted performance of the Negro 
houseman who provides understanding and faith in the 
darkest moments. But it is in its periphery observations on 
human nature that the film often seems falsely theatrical. 
A brother (Ainslie Pryor) of the manufacturer, who follows 
conventional lines and decries the father’s desperately dar- 
ing decision, is valid enough. But the shrill, selfish reactions 
of others in the face of the tragedy are too crudely drawn. 
A reporter (Leslie Nielsen), who seems to have a corner on 
the news coverage, is a stereotype of all cynical, brash 
movie as his colleagues are similarly depicted 
with a trite brush as a band of ruthless harpies bent on 
sensationalism.

N ORDER to play even a fair

Forthwith, as though to 
substantiate his statement, he 
led a diamond and finessed 
dummy's ten. East took the 
trick, and there was now no 


way of declarer’s avoiding the 
loss of a heart and another dia- 
mond, for a one-trick defeat. 
“Nothing ever lies right for 
me,” South muttered 

It would have been a mis- 
carriage of justice if South had 
made the contract via _ his 
method of play. There was no 
excuse for his attack on the 
diamond suit. The crux of this 
hand was to make the enemy 
open up that suit for declarer, 
and surely, nothing could be 
simpler. After drawing trumps, 
South should have cashed the 
two top cards in hearts and 
exited with the losing heart. If 
East took this trick, he would 
have to lead up to the diamond
